Women, and the Lords Prophets upon the Earth. 

I ſay that Chriſt ſaid to them, O Feruſalem , Ferufalem, thox tht killeff 
the Prophets and Ston:ſt them which are ſent unto thite, how often would [ 
have gathered thy Children together , even as a Hen gathereth her Chickens 
under her Wings and ye would not ! benald your Houſes are left unto you deſa- 
late, &c. Mat.23. 37, 38. | 

Feruſalew was the chiefeſt place of worſhip , and the chiefeſt City among 
the Jews, and the greateſt place of perſecution, and yet the Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt wept over this City , and would have gathered theſe perſecuting 
Profeffors , without poſſeſſing of the life of what they did profeſs, but they . 
would not come to him that they might have life. ; 

And theſe perſecuting Jews , Scribes and Phariſees , Chriſt ſaid unto 
them , ye Compaſs Sca and Land ro make one proſelyte , and when he is made 
ye make bin two fold more the Child of Hell , Mar. 23. 

Here you may ſce theſe Scribes , Phariſees and Jews, the great Profeſſors 
and Temple Worſhippers without life, what they gathered People into , and 
what D:ſciples they made in their CompaiF:g Sea andLand, they made them 
like themſelves , and the Devil, and Satan , and the Serpent, who abode 
not inthe Truth, did ſeek to draw all out of the Truth , and to make them 
Serpents and Satans, adverſaries, and of the Devil, deſt:oyers , and ſo he 
rules in the Hearts of the diſobedient, and blindeth the Eyes of the Heathen 
or infidels , and the Apoſtated Chriſtians from the Spirit of Chriſt , and 
the life of Chriſtianity they do ſeek to draw all from the Truth and Spirit of 
Chriſt, andthelife of Chriſtianity into death, Enmity, and into perſecution 
and deſtroying , like the Devil, Jews and 7zdas,all in one Spirit , according 
to their meaſures that they have fromthe Devil, but all that live and walk in 
the Truth and the Spirit of Jeſus, labour to bring and draw and gather all 
into the Troth , and to Chriſt their Saviour , who deſtroyeth the deſtroyer.
